Congren hat (lubUilMld a ttaclmt di- 
rectory listing thr t).Tmr. phone aam- 
ber, address, and otlirr data aboiit 
each UK student. Th«' l)<M)k had serv- 
ed the University community grac- 
iomfy in many ways. 

It had proved to Ix^ a valuable aid 
especially to UK telephone up a w tol i 
ttoc9t without it, efficiency if oMumd 
by having to repeatedly igfue Itle^ 
phoM munbers. UK has no other 
T)rpan in which to inform the publio 
about its students and their Hfe. 

But hlatkcinn^ the pictiire is the 
fact th;it, when the directory is fi- 
nally puhlislied, it will be outdated. 
(It was originally set to be printed 
before GhrifCniai.) As it invariably 
happfot, tiiMa will . be dropouts, 
chaagei of addresses, and other al- 
terations which will cauw the book 
to lose much it its value. 

The student directory is paid for 
by the students through funds al- 
loted Student Congress. A charge of 
15 cents was placeil on the book last

Whether SC is putting out the book 
as a public service for tin' students 
or whether it has iH-en forced upon 
them by the administration, the de- 
lay win neither' help the editors nor 
titfvf at a favorable recommendation 
for the cpogiett.
